(U) PRESS REPORTS UN FEARS NEW GUERILLA WAR IN RWANDA: 
ACCORDING TO THE PRESS, SRSG KHAN REPORTS UN MILITARY 
PERSONNEL HAVE SPOTTED MEN IN MILITARY FATIGUES, WITH 
GUNS AND SUPPLIES, CROSSING INTO SOUTHWEST RWANDA FROM 
BURUNDI AND ZAIRE. KHAN SAID IN A PRESS CONFERENCE THAT 
SNIPING AND SHOOTING HAD INCREASED IN THE SOUTHWEST 
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FORMER HUMANITARIAN PROTECTION ZONEU]H^|5^§Jf , fEJ) 

(S) RPA TROOPS TO BE DEPLOYED: THE RWANDAN MINISTER FOR 

INTERNAL AFFAIRS AND COMMUNAL DEVELOPMENT REPORTEDLY 
ANNOUNCED THAT 150 RWANDAN PATRIOTIC ARMY TROOPS WOULD BE 
DEPLOYED TO EACH OF THE THREE PREFECTURES IN THE FORMER 
HUMANITARIAN PROTECTION ZONE. DIA PREDICTS THAT THE 
HAND-OVER FROM UN AMIR TO THE RPA WILL BE COMPLETED WITHIN
